Said gas main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 24 feet.

(4) A ges main in WRIGHT STRERT, from Bluebonnet Lane
westerly 542 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
7% feet south of and parallel to the north property lins of
sald WRIGHT STREET.

Sald gas main deschkibed above shall heve a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(5) A gas mazin in BRERZE TERRACE, from a point 154 feet south
of Edgewood Avenue northerly 10 feet, the centerline of vwhich gas
main shall be 7% feet wost end parallel to the east line of said
BEEEZE TERRACE.

Seid gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(6) 4 gas main in LAIRD DRIVE, from a point 6% feet north
of Pequeno Street northerly 82 feet, the centerline of which gas
mgin shall be § feet west of md parallel to the east property line
of said LAIRD DRIVE.

5aid gas main described ébove shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet, '

(7} A gas main in OLBARVIEW DRIVE, from Schulle Avenue
westerly 148 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
7% feet south of snd parallel to the north property line of said
CLEARVIEW IRIVE,

, Said gas main described sbove ghall have a cover of not less
then 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space dssigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand,
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and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths mey not be required at special points. When the Texas Public
Service Gompany requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Texas Publie Service Company is
further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expanse of re-
palrs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction
of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavemsnt is cut in the'vicinity of & fire plug, water
nust be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration =znd maintensnce of said streets after
sald mains have been laid shall he under the supervision and direction of the
City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

MR, J. A. NELSON appeared before the Council regarding his tax assess-
ment on his property at 2200 Bast Avenue. This request was referred to the
City Mansger to be rechecked by the Tax Department,
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MR, CRISPI WOODS appeared before the Councll requesting thet a park
be developed at the location which the Polio, Inc., may sell to the City., The
City Masnager stated that the Recreation Department did not recommend this
location as belng suitable nor desirable as a playground, it that a playground
was neededin that area., MR, WOODS stated that this was the last plece of
Eroperty available, and that it would serve for a place for the chiliren to play.

e stated the only other plece of proprty was the seven acre tract back

of Brykerwood School which was more or less a gravel pit now: but since it was
only two blocks from Bailey Perk he did not feel that the City would develop it

into a playszround. The City Manager stated that the City ranked high in playgrou%ds,
but there was & limit to the supervision, and that a playground at this location
would not be a supervised play erea, Mr, Woods stated thatwould be satisfactory,
as the children would have a place to play other than in the streets. Councilman
MacCoricle moved that the City Manager be instructed to prepare an estimate of
developing this small play area, and alsv. an estimge of developling the property
ad joining Brykerwood School, with the idea of asking the School Board to help
finance this play eround ajoining Brykerwood School. The motion carried by the
